G.S.R. 466(E).— In exercise of the powers conferred by section 74 read with section 
7 of the Indian Post Office Act, 1898 (6 of 1898), the Central Government hereby makes 
the following rules further to amend the Indian Post Office Rules, 1933, namely 

1 (1) These rules may be called the Indian Post Office (Amendment) Rules, 2006. 

(2) They shall come into force on the date of their publication in the Official Gazette. 

2. In the Indian Post Office Rules, 1933, after rule 10-C, the following rule shall be 
inserted, namely > 

“10-D Rakhi Mail Service- 

The following rates of postage shall be chargeable on the rakhi mail service:- 
For a weight not exceeding 50 grams. Rs. 5.00 

For every 50 grams or fraction thereof exceeding 50 grams Rs. 3.00 


Explanation - For the purpose of this rule, the ‘rakhi mail service’ means any 
communication comprising closed envelop addressed to an individual containing at least 
one rakhi ”. 
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
